Showvaker was arrested Saturday

The girl was taken into custody 
some time ago, charged, on oath of 
her mother, with being an incorrigible 
child, and this afternoon was taken 
to Slatington Farm s, a girls’ reform ­ 
atory, near Philadelphia,

M argaret McMillan, probation officer. 
Faces Federal Charge 
Although it is not expected th a t ac­ 
tion will be taken, Showvaker faces a 
charge of violating th e Mann act, a 
federal law, in connection with ta k ­ 
ing the Morrison girl to Maryland for 
improper purposes. 
Showvaker was given a hearing on 
the statutory charge before Justice 
J. L. Hill Saturday afternoon. Judge 
McPherson sentenced 
the 
Morrison 
girl to the 
correctional 
institution 
Saturday, a fte r a hearing on the in­ 
corrigibility charge was held in his 
private office in the court house.

versatile 
pen, Mr. Needy very modestly sets 
forth his newspaper adventures. 
He has had a hard row to hoe, but 
in his mind that is insignificant 
as compared with the loyalty to 
him and The Comet of the good 
people of York Springs and vicinity 
over the quarter century, and Mr. 
Neely cheerfully 
and m agnani­ 
mously gives the citizens of his 
community all the credit of his 
s uccess. 
No, not quite all, for 
through his own story runs the 
cu rren t of his personal opinion 
that he could not have carried on 
without the assistance of a won­ 
derful 
woman, none other than 
Mrs. Neely. 
W e would like to reprint Mr. 
Neely’s 
own 
story, 
but 
space 
conditions will not permit. 
One 
paragraph we cannot resist pass­ 
ing along, which reads: 
“Mine is not a story of the ac­ 
quisition of wealth or attaining a 
high position of honor. 
We do 
not all possess the health or the 
divine spark of genius which car­ 
ries one to the top of the ladder. 
I have reached the age when I 
know that my name will never 
appear in a copy of * Who’s Who* 
nor my monument ever adorn any 
public square. 
However, there 
are other things which compen­ 
sate for wealth and fame. 
I can 
enjoy a good book, u play, a sun­ 
set, the companionship of friends. 
The family radio brings to our 
home daily the best in music and 
lectures and talks, and if I desire 
to go to a nearby town or city, 
Horace Greely, the flivver, takes 
me there just as well as a Rolls 
Boyce. 
Publishing 
a 
country 
weekly newspaper for a quarter 
of a century is like being a spec­ 
tator on the side lines as the 
great game of life is played be­ 
fore you.’’ 
It is our misfortune, indeed, 
th a t we have not had the oppor­ 
tunity to become intimately ac­ 
quainted with Harvey Neely. But 
a t long range, during the last 
four years, we have sited him up 
as a man of character and ability, 
and a credit in every' respect to 
the newspaper profession. 
This 
newspaper, 
the 
county’s 
only 
daily, can heartily join, therefore, 
with his neighbors and business 
associates around York Springs, 
in extending greetings and best 
wishes, and expressing the sincere 
hope 
th a t his 
endeavors in th e 
game have but begun. 
For him, 
may the silver threads be but a 
draw ing cord to the golden chain 
of community endeavor and news­ 
paper accomplishment.
